It sees that supplementary food parcels are sent to prisoners of war regu- 
larly wherever possible and .from its own funds provides medical kits and bulk medical supplies, also 
what is called "On Capture Parcel.". This parcel contains razors, soap, undershirt and shorts, pajamas, 
cigarets and various articles of tills kind.

Washington, March 10—(AP)— 


Many of the combat troops now 
in Europe probably will visit the 
folks at home before going to 
fight in the orient, but such sol- 
diers as engineers and service men 
won't. 


This prospect shaped up today 


from an address by Lt. Gen. Brc- 
hon Somerville, chief 
of Army 


Service Forces. 


The general, in discussing last 


night the job of redeploying forces 
after V-E day. mentioned the task 
of "moving troops back to this 
country,- handling--their furloughs, 
Ve-equipplng" Uiciu.'*an'ci,- -shipping' 
them to the Pacific.'1 He said also 
there will lie a movement of men 
and supply direct from Europe to 
the Orient. And he spoke of the 
necessity of providing new stag- 
ing areas and pott facilities m 
the Pacific. 


These references, taken togeth- 


er, apparently present this plan 
for V-E day: Combat troops .gen- 
erally will be shipped to the Unit- 
ed States.

are followed, many will get about 
a. three-week furlough, then begin 
moving to the Pacitic. 


Thc general mentioned getting 


ready to handle troops coming- 
back from Europe "for redeploy- 
ment or return to their homes."

discharged after-V-E day. ranging 
from a 250,000—a month figure 
through reports that 1.000 or 2.- 
000 veterans from each division 
m Europe might be released. 


Estimates Impossible 


War department ofiicials in- 


sisted today that until the situa- 
tion in Europe, including the size 
of the occupation force, is known, 
it is impossible to make even a 
tough estimate of this total.

Third Army Tanks Smash 


to Within Two Miles 


of Coblenz Today 


Paris, March 10—(AP)—Tank- 


supportcd German infantry struck 
at the 50-squaie-mile American 
bridgehca^l over tlic Rhine at Re- 
niagcn today, 'but were stopped 
cold as more thousands of Dough- 
boys sped over the bridge in a 
race against nazi columns moving 
up for battle. 


Farther upstream, b*. S. Third 


Army tanks smashed to within 
two miles of Coblenz. Some 20.000 
nazis were trapped northwest of 
that Rhine city by the juncture 
of the First and Thiul Armies. 


A front dispatch said 
several 


hundred Germans buttressed by 
armor were halted in a thrust 
against the Rhine bridgehead, five 
miles deep and ten or more wide. 


The buildup of the First Army's
